’ Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special. ]— 
What are rightfully regarded as the most 
Pndefensible tariff increases made by con- 
_ gress are those found in the cotton schedule 
ef the new law. 
The fact that the United States is the 
Bargest producer of raw cotton in the world 
end the second manufacturing nation of 
cotton materials, failed to stop Senator Al- 
@rich of Rhode Island, chairman of the 
- finance committee of the senate, in his deter- 
mination to have the custome duties raised 
pn the finished articles of this schedule. 

The original house bill made but two im- 
portant changes in the old rates. It reduced 
the duties on various numbers of thread and 
yarn, not spool, darning, or embroidery, ar 
colored or bleached. and heayily increased 
the duties on the cheaper grades of hosiery 
worn by the poorer classes. 


Schedule Largely Recast. 
@enator Aldrich largely recast the entire 
Potton schedule, retaining the house reduc- 
ohs on threads and yarns referred to. but 
ing the duties on numerous grades of 
sloth. 

As a sop to the people, exercised over the 

butrageous hosiery increases, the Dingley 
on those articles were restored in the 
senate. This concession was not and never 
was intended to be permanent. 

When the bill was reported from the con- 
ference and signed by the president, it was 
discovered that the senate increases on cloth 
Lad been maintained, while the high house 
rates on the two cheapest grades of hosiery 
had been adopted, the duty on the grade next 
in fineness had been compromised between 
the Dingley and the house rates, and only the

Industry Most Important. 


In many respects the textile industry, con- 
@idered as a whole, is the most important 
_ branch of manufactures in the United States.

éotton into yarn and cloth would give a re- 
turn of more than 6 per cent on the entire 
capital.

PROGRESS OF NEGOTLASIONS 
TO AVERT CAR SfRIKE. 


JOHN M. ROACH ¢ Railways company, after 
long conference vith representatives of em- 
ployes, decided ® ask Chaunsey Keep and 
Henry A. Blair, jirectors, to share responsi- 
bility with him h offering further terms of 
settlement to thamen. Mr. Roach will confer 
with union leade's again tomorrow. 

CONFERENCE between Thomas E. Mitten of 
City railway and representatives of employes 
continued until today because Walter L. 
Fisher, special traction representative of city, 
was busy at conferewe in office of Mr. Reach. 

WALTER L. FISHER said “ substantial prog- 
ress’’ was made at sonference in Mr. Roach’s 
office in discussion of factors entering into 
wage scale of company. 
SOUTH CHICAGO AND CALUMET employes 
who have been offered raise to standard City 
railway within eighteen months voted to in- 
struct their canmittee te continue negotia- 
tions in the hope of securing better terms. 
UNION LEADERS of employes of two big com- 
panies held mesting after conferences of Mr. 
Roach and his employes and displayed re- 
luctance to accd@le to any wage schedules thus 
far proposed by the companies. A sustained 
belief that thecompanies will concede max- 
imum scale of # cents an hour to men of ten 
years’ experieng continued in labor circles. 

ARBITRATION again became possibility for 

final adjustmen; of dispute between traction 

leaders and emjloyes.: 

REHABILITATION cited as cause of great pros- 

pective inroads upon proceeds of companies. 

More figures ofdered from auditors in trac- 

tion offices. 


Negotiations were continued yesterday 
for a settlement of the traction wage dis- 
pute and efforts were made to reach an agree- 
ment which would be satisfactory to em- 
ployers and the men. 

More conferences are scheduled for to- 
day and tomorrow and unless the negotia- 
tors come closer together in their plans for 
peace it is probable that the trend of the dis- 
pute will be again in the direction of arbi- 
tration. 

While the respective sides to the contro- 
versy appeared to agree in the belief that 
the strike ghost is being churned into noth- 
ingness at the meetings about the respective 
tables of John M. Roach of the Railways 
company in the Borland block and Thomas E. 
Mitten of the City railway in the Firat Na- 
tional bank building the method of final 
clarification continued to be in issue. The 
traction officials, it became apparent. prob- 
ably will express willingness to modify the 
wage schedule they proposed on Saturday 
to include the maximum scale of 30 cents an 
hour for men often years’ experience instead 
of insisting upon giving the maximum wage 
only to men of fifteen years of experience. 
On the other hand, the union leaders ex- 
pressed reluctance to agree to the scale pro- 
posed by the companies on the theory that it 
is too remote from the terms of the union 
demands. 

The younger men in the unions continued 
persistent in Cemanding of their leaders 
that they obtain an immediate advance for 
all men in the employ of the companies.

NURSES THREATEN TOTRIKE 


Say Henrotin Memoré Hospital 


Rules Are Toodtrict. ; 


DOCTORS REJ DEMAND. 


Young Women Regest Longer Hours 
for Leaveot Absence, 


Because they arg@ot permitted to stay out 
all night, are reffed pass keys, are given 
only one “ late leve’ night each week, and 
are being “ tyrahized” over by the super- 
intendent, the sfty nurses of the Henrotin 
Memorial hospiAl made a “demand” last 
night for a chaige of regulations to Miss M. 
C. Stewart, sujerintendent, and intimated 
they would wak out if the concessions were 
not granted wifhin twenty-four hours. 

All except tHree of the board of directors 
of the hospital are out of the city on their 
vacations, but the superintendent hurriedly 
communicated with several physicians who 
are in the city, and they met the committee 
of three nurses which presented the “ de- 
mands” at the hospital, and after a brief 
discussion of the desired changes, refused 
all concessions. 

Drs. M. L. Harris, Charles 8S. Bacon, and 
G. W. Mahoney were the board members who 
answered the nurses’ demands. They told 
the committee that the “demands” were 
ridiculous, except some which were childish. 


Changes Are Sought. 
The principa] demands of the nurses follow: 
Permission to remain away from the training 
school home at night when they desired. 
The privilege of more than one “ late leave ’’ 
night a week, 
Pass keys te the training school home for all the 
nurses. 
A maid at the home to answer bells and announce 
visitors to the nurses. 
More light in certain rooms. 
The repairing of the door bell, which does not 
ring sometimee when visitors call. 
No change of night nurses’ rooms except on re- 
quest. 
The unlocking of certain doors which are kept 
fast. 
A general change of objectionable conditions 
within twenty-four hours. 


Calls Requests Unwarranted. 
“Our conference with the committee 
showed that all of the requests were unwar- 
ranted,” Dr. Harris said, ‘‘ and we told them 
that the ‘demands’ must be denied. The 
members of the committee left without say- 
ing what they weéulci do about our action. 
We are runing a hospital and we want to 
run it along sensiple lines. We expect the 
nurses of our trd@ning school to conduct 
themselves and folow the same sane reg- 
ulations that are followed in other schools. 
“The dissatisfactiin dates from July 1 
when we changed Sperintendents Miss 
Stewart then became Hr superintendent and 
following the policy & the hospital board 
she inaugurated reguations which were 
deemed advisable and jot more stringent 
than in other nurses’ trahing schools. They 
were more strict it Is true inan were the reg- 
ulations before, but things had been run alto- 
gether too loosely.” “~~  * . 


Violate Leave of\Absence. 

“One time two nurses Vent away for a 
vacation and overstaid their eave of absence 
two days. They became indignant when told 
that they should have notifiel the superin- 
tendent or at least offer some excuse for 
their tardy appearance. 

“If the nurses want to quittheymay. We 
will keep the exme superintendeniand retain 
the same regulations. As far is getting 
nurses to take care of our patients, that will 
not be a hard matter in Chicago.” 
It developed at the conference that some 
of the rooms were il] lighted becatse gas 
jets were out of order and the trouble had 
not been reported to the superintendent. 
The trouble over the changing of beds oithe 
night nurses was due to the action of Mise 
Stewert, who said she put the night nurses 
in quiet rooms, so that they could sleep dur- 
ing the day undisturbed. 


Complain of Hard Work. 
Complaint was also made that the nurses 
wh) worked at the Chicago Policlinic hos- 
pifil, which is under the same management, 
hat to work harder than those at the Hen- 
réin institution. This, the physicians said, 
yas not intended. 

“It's just an aggravation from one day's 
ind to another,” one nurse said. ‘* Every- 
thing now is discipline, discipline. It’s just 
las if you got up from bed at the tap of a bell 
and washed and dressed at the tap of a bell, 


The South Chicago and Calumet division 
of street car employés, which is regarded 
as a possible keystone to the uniformity, 
of proposed wage schedules, at a meetin 
at South Chicago last night voted to sen 
its committee back to President Mitten 
make an effort‘to obtain better terms th 
he had offered.

SETH LOW CONSIDERED FOR 
AMBASSADOR TO ENGLAND. 


Name of Former Educator and New 
York Mayor Is Before President as 
Successor to Whitelaw Reid. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.J— 
The name of Seth Low, former mayor of 
New York and once head of Columbia uni- 
yersity, is given sefious consideration by 
President Taft in the selection of a successor 
to Whitelaw Reid as ambassador to Great 
Britain. 

Since the declination of the post by Presi- 
dent Emeritus Eliot of Harvard, Mr. Taft, it 
is known, has been looking around carefully 
in his search for @ representative American, 
intellectually fitted to hold the post at the 
court of St, James, and rich enough to stand 
the expense and yet not too wealthy. 

The president, it is declared, is convinced 
that Mr. Low is the possessor of all the de- 
gired attributes, amd it is largely probable 
that he will be offered the post. 

Should this be the case, Mr. Low would be 
expected to relieve Ambassador Reid’at his 
post on Jan. 1. 

As a delegate to the peace conference at 
The Hague in 1899 Mr. Low, it is declared, 
showed a marked aptitude for the handling 
of international questions, and he is known 
to have the personal friendship of the presi- 


dent. ’

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While Cap. Streeter is slowly voyaging up 
the turbulent Illinois river preparing to re- 
gain by force, according to warlike reports 
from his expedition, the ‘‘Deestrick’’ of Lake 
Michigan, the Chiperfield legislative inves- 
tigating committee is getting into shape to 
reorganize itself hastily into a Board of 
Strategy for the proper defense of “Streeter- 
ville.” 

This prognostication is chargeable to the 
long and varied tales which were told yester- 
day to the Illinois legislators, as to who owns 
the stretch of man-made lake front from the 
Chicago river to Chicago avenue, 

It was significant that of the several va- 
rieties of claimants who talked copiously, 
each confided to the Chiperfield committee 
that if his own claim isn’t good, then the 
State of Illinois is the absolute proprietor 
of the “Deestrick.” 


Attacks Titles Worth Millions. 

‘“ Streeterville” held the attention of the 
committee during the most of the two ses- 
sions held in the finance committee room of 
the board of county commissioners, [-:t 
enough testimony was outlined by the pre- 
liminary witnesses to enable Chairman Chip- 
erfield at night to declare: 

“There now seems to be no question but 
that the investigation now under way will 
disclose that property valued at several mil- 
lions of dollars is public property and that 
private persons now claiming to hold title 
have no title whatever.” 

Mrs. Sallie D. Waller Greenwell, belligerent 
and looking for trouble, made “Cap” 
Streeter, the Pottowatomie Indians, and the 
rest of the fighting claimants to lake front 
real estate look like pikers. She flounced in 
toward the close of the afternoon session and 
announced that she and King George of Eng- 
land owned the Northwest territory and that 
she would appreciate the assistance of Mr. 
Chiperfield and his gssociates in getting for 
her a fair cutup of ‘what they could get for 
Cook county, including the city of Chicago. 
She intimated that the reat.of the Northwest 
territory could go hang just so she received 
fair returns for the chunk now on th maps 
as Cook county, IL 


Scope of Inquiry Disclosed. 

The scope of the inquiry was disclosed in 
the report made to the committee by E. H. 
Heilbron, engineer for the committee, who 
is also assistant engineer for the Chicago 
sanitary district. He said the engineering 
department already has prepared 1,000 pages 
of meander notes of the shore line of Lake 
Michigan, 180 original township meps and 
250 maps of streams emptying into Lake 
Michigan and the Illinois, Kankakee, Des- 
plxines, Spoon, and Sangamon rivers, and 
of Crystal lake, Woods lake. Spring lake. 
Pistakee lake, and Crooked lake—the latter 
being ice fields and sporting preserves. 

The engineers, he said, have begun the me- 
ander lines along the Chicago river, and pre- 
liminary reports on the Mississippi, Ohio, and 
Wabash rivers. 

“From the@ information we now have in 
hand,”’. said Engineer Heilbron, “ I am satis- 
fied there is much land illegally held upon 
each of the rivers and lakes mentioned.”’ 

‘“* And upon Lake Michigan?’ asked Chair- 
man Chiperfield. 

‘“ Undoubtedly most important and exten- 
sive tracts of land on the lake front,”’ an- 
swered Engineer Heilbron. 


May Affect Hote? and Club. 

In the course of the testimony Chairman 
Chiperfield declared the committee is in pos- 
session of evidence tending to show that the 
South Shore Country club and the Chicago 
Beach hotel are uponi made land, to which the 
state of Illinois may have title. 

‘‘We have information which we regard 
as credible along the line suggested,”’ said 
Mr. Chiperfield. ‘“‘and we will direct our 
»attention to both cases.” 

A. W. O'Neill, secretary of the municipal 
small park commission, was asked the direct 
question: 

“Do you know whether the land at the 
extension of East End avenue, adjacent to 
the Chicago Beach hotel, is public property?” 

Mr. O'Neill did not answer the question 
directly. 

‘I know that it is the best and finest beach 
on the entire lake shore,”’ he said, “and 
that it is understood to be private property, 
and that entrance to it is through the grounds 
of the Chicago Beach hotel. 


Wants More Bathing Beaches. 

“The small parks commission is anxious 
to increase the bathing beach facilities, 
which now amount to practically nothing. 
We are desirous of securing the codperation 
of this committee in getting such legislation 
formulated and enacted at Springfield as will 
enable the city of Chicago to extend the pub- 
lic bathing beaches. With the lake front 
titles so clouded, and with private ownership 
rights claimed as paramount to all of the 
spots where bathing beaches could be estab- 
lished with safety, our hands have been 
tied.” 

Mr. O’Neill was assured that all assistance 
in the committee’s power would be given 
along the line indicated. 

Edward T. Cahill, who said he represented 
the Chicago River and Harbor association, 
took up most of the time of the committee 
during the two sessions. His fight was 
dfrected at the Pugh pier interests, which, 
he said, are attempting to grab all the land 
possible for private purposes between the 
Chicago river and Chicago avenue. He al- 
leged, also, that the same interests, under 
another corporate name, seek much valuable 
land along the Calumet river and at the South 


Chicago harbor. 


Defends Claims of Streeter. 

J. J. Engeldrum of South Bend, Ind., toid 
the legislature that he represented the peo- 
ple who claim to hold title to “ Streeter 
ville’ from “Cap” Streeter, making the 
point that it is none of the business of the

CONVICT FREED; KILLS JUROR 


Handsome Stranger Seeks Hotel 
Man and Wreaks Vengeance. 


SWORE OATH WHEN SENT UP. 


Finishes Term, Satisfies Grudge, Then 
Shoots Himself. 


Middletown, N. Y., Aug. 10.—[Special.}— 
Daniel A. Fenton, one of the best known 
hotel proprietors in this part of the state, 
was shot and wounded mortally on the 
street this afternoon by an ex-convict, dis- 
charged recently from Sing Sing, named Mc- 
Sorley. Fenton was a member of the jury 
which convicted McSorley of the crime for 
which he was sent to prison. Both are dead 
tonight. 

Fenton was 50 years old om Aug. 8 and 
entertained a party of friends at luncheon. 
At that time he told the story of his life, 
Among the incidents he mentioned that he 
had sat upon the jury which had convicted 
@& man named McSorley, fer which McSorley 
Was sentenced to a long term in the state 
prison. 

A stranger of handsome appearance en- 
tered the café of Fenton's hotel this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, and after taking a drink 
of whisky asked if Mr. Fenton was around. 
The clerk said he had just stepped out: The 
stranger said he would call again. 


Comes Back to Seek Victim. 

He went down the street. Later the stran- 
ger retraced his steps to the Hotel Elberton. 
Just before he reached the hotel Fenton 
stepped out of the door and walked up the 
street. The stranger followed him. 

Fenton turned into West Main street. 
There were hundreds of persons in sight 
when the stranger walked up to him and 
tapped him on the shoulder. Fenton turned 
around and uttered an exclamation. Then 
he ran down the street. The stranger pur- 
sued him, darting in and out among the 
shoppers. 

After running about 800 feet the stranger 
pulled a revolver and began shooting at Fen- 
ton. The first shot went wild, but thesecond 
entered Fenton’s back and he fell to the 
sidewalk. The stranger then walked up to 
hia victim and, looking down at him, again 
pointed his revolver at him and fired an- 
other shot. This entered Mr. Fenton’s head 
back of the left ear and passed out through 
his neck. i” 
Then Shoots Self in Head. 

The stranger then stepped back a couple 
of paces and placing the revolver to his 
left temple—being left handed— pulled the 
trigger, sending a bullet through his brain. 
Ho fell to the sidewalk within five feet of 
where his victim lay. 

Both men were taken to a hospital and 
placed on adjoining beds. Ten minutes after 
their arrival at the hospital Fenton's assail- 


ant died without regaining consciousness. 


Fenton was placed upon the operating 
table immediately. Drs. Mills, Powelson 
and Purdy probed for bullets. He died soon 
after coming out from under the influence 
of the ether. 

Information regarding McSorley is meager, 
but it is known he once ran a saloon at 
Coney Island, within a short distance of a 
hotel kept by Mr. Fenton. This was ten 
or fifteen years ago. 

McSorley, arrested on a serious charge, 
was sent to prison for a long term. 


Swore Oath of Vengeance. 

On being sentenced, McSorley seemed to 
take especial offense because his neighbor, 
Daniel Fenton, was on the jury which con- 
victed him, and then made a threat, as he 
was being led away, that when he got out he 
would kill Fenton the first thing he did. 

At that time Fenton had a hotel on Surf 
avenue, Coney Island. Later he sold out his 
place and removed to Pheenixville, Pa., where 
for several years he hada hotel. Thisplace 
he sold out and was out of business for sev- 
eral years. 

On May 1, 1907, he came to Middletown and 
purchased the Elberton hotel on King street. 

According to the police here McSorley was 
released from prison last week and started 
at once to hunt up Fenton. He went to 
Coney Island and ascertained that Fentop 
had long since left there for Phoenixville. 
Pa. McSorley bought a ticket for Pheenix- 
ville, where he arrived yesterday only to find 
that his man had left Phceenixville and gone 
to Middletown. 

Victim’s Brother Kills Slayer. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Ralph Gascone, pro- 
prietor of a Mulberry street café, who served 
thirty-two months in Sing Sing after his 
e’nviction for murder, was shot down and 
mortally wounded in front of his café tonight 
by a man whose brother he killed four years 
ago. His assailant gave his name as Arvato 
Santantello. 

After shooting Gascone staggered into his 
café, grabbed a butcher knife and seriously 
wounded Santaniello. 

Gascone was convicted and sentenced to 
death for the murcer which was avenged to- 
night, but was acquitted after obtaining a 
second trial. 


DEACONESS LOSES HER PLACE. 


Involved, Innocently She Says, in Luth- 
eran Home Representative’s Alleged 
Swindling of Immigrant Girls. 


Sister Hulda, who was sent by Chicago 
Lutherans some time ago to be deaconess 
of the Swedish Lutheran home in New York 
City, has been ousted from her job. 

The order removing her was issued yester- 
day by Commissioner of Immigration Will- 
iame, who also revoked the right of the 
home's representative, Andrew Dahlberg, to 
appear on Ellis island. 

One'of the main reasons, it is alleged, is 
that at least 200 Swedish girls were sent to 
destinations, the addresses of which as 
given by Dahlberg were found to be fictitious. 

Sister Hulda said she had nothing to do 
with the girls; that their cases were handled 
exclusively by Dahlberg. Commissioner 
Williams will allow the Swedish home te 
have another representative on the island, 
provided this representative meets with his 


requirements.

BIG WATER TRUST 


Chief Forester, in Speech at 
Irrigation Congress, Makes 
Veiled Thrust at Secre- 
tary Ballinger.

Spokane, Wash., Aug. 10.—(Special. }—Thin- 
ly veiled thrusts at the policy of Secretary 
of the Interior R. A. Ballinger with regard 
to the disposal of the water power grants 
under the jurisdiction of the United States 
formed the keynote of Chief Forester Gif- 
ford Pinchot’s address before the irrigation 
congress today. 

Asserting that a gigantic water power 
trust was at work to grab all the free con- 
cessions offered by the government, and 
naming the General Electric interests as 
the moving spirit of the combination, Mr. 
Pinchot declared that mrve liberal! interpre- 
tation of the law than adherence strictly to 
its letter without regard for its spirit was 
necessary if the rights of the people at large 
were to be safeguarded from the growing 
monopoly. 

Although he failed to mention directly Sece- 
Yetary Ballinger’s name, it was apparent to 
those of his hearers who are familiar with 
his controversy with the secretary of the 
interior that this declaration anent the letter 
and spirit of the law was a direct slap at 
Ballinger’s reversal of former Secretary 
Garfield’s order withdrawing vast tracts of 
government land from entry, in order to pro- 
tect water power sites of incalculable future 
value from being absorbed ‘by the great ia- 
terests. 

Secretary Ballinger is billed to speak to- 
morrow, and it is expected that he will reply 
to Mn Pinchot’s assertion that the water | 
trust, fortified by adroit legal advice, is pre+«_ 
paring to conclude a series of high handed 
robberies of the government and the people. 


Says General Electric Leads Grab. 

“There could be no better illustration of 
the eager, rapid, unwearied absorption by 
capital of the rights which belong to all the 
people than the water power trust, npt yet 
formed, but in rapid progress of formation,” 
said Mr. Pinchot “ This statement is true, 
but not unchallenged. 

“We are met at every turn by the indig- 
nant denial of the water power interests. 
They tell us that there is no community 0 
interest among them, and yet they appear 
year after year at these congresses by their 
paid attorneys, asking for your influence to 
help them remove the few remaining ob- 
stacles to their perpetual and complete ab- 
sorption of the remaining water powers. 

“They tell us it has no significance that 
the General Electric interests are acquiring | 
great groups of water powers in various 
parts of the United States and dominating 
the power market in the region of each 
group. And whoever dominates power dom- 
inates all industry. 

“ Have you ever seen a few drops of ol! 
scattered on the water spreading until they 
formed a continuous film, which put an end 
at once to all agitation of the surface. The 
time for us to agitate this question is now, 
before the separate circles of centralised 
control spread into the uniform, unbroken, 
nation wide covering of a single gigantic 
trust. There wil) be little chance for mere 
agitation after that. No man at al) familiar 
with the situation can doubt that the time 
for effective protest is short. If we do not 
use it to protect ourselves now we may be 
sure that the trust hereafter will give small 


| consideration to the welfare of the average 


citizen when in conflict with itsown.” 
Land Owners Our Best Men. 


“The most valuable citizen of this or any 
other country is the man who owns the land 
from which he makes his living. No other 
man has such a Stake in the country. No 
other man lends such steadiness and stabil- 
ity to our national life,”” Mr. Pinchot con- 
tined. 

“ Therefore, no other question concerns ne 
more intimately than the question of homes. 
Permanent homes for ourselves. our children, 
and our nation—this is the ventral problem. 
The policy of national irrigation is of value 
to the United States in many ways, but the 
greatest of all is this, that national irrigation 
multiplies the men who own the land from 
which they make their living. The old say- 
ing. ‘Who ever heard of a man shouldering 
his gun to fight for his boarding house,’ re- 
flects this great truth, that no man fe go 
ready to defend his country not only with 
arms but with his vote and his contribution 
to public opinion as the man with a perma- 
nent etake in it as the man who owns the 
land from which he makes his living. 

“Our country began as a nation of farm- 
ers. During the periods that gave ‘t its char- 
acter, when our independence was won and 
when our union was preserved, we were pre- 
eminently a nation of farmers. We cannot 
and we ought not to continue exclusively, or 
even chiefly, an agricultural country, be- 
cause one man can raise food enough for 
many. But the farmer who owns his land is 
still the backbone of this nation, and one of 
the things we want most is more of Sim. 


Farmers’ Value with Soil. 

“The man on the farm is valuable to the 
nation, like any other citizen, just In propor- 
tion to his intelligence, character, ability, 
and patriotism, but, unlike the other citizens, 
also in proportion to his attachment to the 
soil. That is the principal spring of his 
steaciness, his sanity, his simplicity and 
directness, and many of his other desirable 
qualities. He is the first of homemakers. 

“The nation that will lead the world will 
be a nation of homes. The object of the 
great conservation movement is just this. 
to make our country a permanent and pros- 
perous home for ourselves and for our chil- 
dren, and for our children's children. and it ls 
a task that is worth the best thought and ef- 
fort of any and all of us, 3 

“To achieve this or any other great regult, 
straight thinking and strong action are nec- 
essary, and the straight thinking comes first. — 
To make this country what we need to have . 
it we must think clearly and G@irectly about 
our problems, and above all we must under- 
stand what the real problems are. The great 
things are few and simple, but they are 
hidden too often by false issues, and conven- 
tional, unreal thinking. The easiest way tg 
hide a real issue always has been and alway* 


will be to replace it with a false one. FS 
“ The first thing we need in thle coun/ 


 @s President Roosevelt so well set forth in 
that great message which told what he had 


- been trying to do for the American people, 


is equality of opportunity for every citizen. 

No man should have less and no man ought 

to ask for any more. 

Equality Is Object of Laws. 

* Equality of opportunity is the real object 
of our laws and institutions. Our institu- 
tions and our laws are not valuable in them- 

’ selves. They are valuable only because they 
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‘ gecure equality of opportunity for happi- 
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ness and welfare for our citizens, An insti- 
tution or a law is a means, not an end, a 
means to be used for the public good, te be 
modified for the public good, and to be inter- 
preted for the public good. One of the great 
reasons why President Roosevelt’s admin- 
istration was of such enormous value to the 
plain American was that he understood 
what St. Paul meant when he said: ‘The 
letter killeth, but the spirit giveth life.’ 
“To follow blindly the letter of the law, 
er the form of an institution, without intel- 
ligent regard both for its spirit and for the 
public welfare, is nearly as dangerous as toe 
disregard the law altogether. What we 
need is the use of the law for the public good, 
and the construction of it for the public wel- 
e. 

“It goes without saying that the law is 
supreme and must be obeyed. Our civiliza- 
tion rests on obedience tolaw. But the law 
is not absolute. It requires to be construed. 
Rigid construction of the law works, and 
must work, in the vast majority of cases, for 
the benefit of the men who can hire the best 
lawyers and who have the sources of influ- 

, ence in lawmaking at their command. Strict 

| construction necessarily favors the great 
interests as against the people, and in the 
long run can not do otherwise. Wise execu- 
tion of the law must consider what the law 
ought to accomplish for the general good. 


Subservience Aids Trusts. 

“The great oppressive trusts exist because 
of subservient lawmakers and adroit legal 
constructions. Here is the central strong- 
hold of the money power in the everlasting 
conflict of the few to grab, and the many to 
keep or win, the rights they were born with. 
Legal technicalities seldom help the people. 
The people, not the law, should have the 
benefit of every doubt. 

“Equatity of opportunity, a square deal 
for every man, the protection of the citizen 
e@gainst the great concentrations of capital,: 
the intelligent use of laws and institutions 
for the public good, and the conservation of 
eur natural resources; not for the trusts but 
for the people; \these are real issues and real 
prohiems.. Upon such things as thesé the 
perpetuity of this country as a nation of 
homes really depends. We are coming to see 
that the simple things are the things to 
work for. More than that, we are coming to 
wee that the plain American citizen is the 
man to work for. The imagination is stag- 
gered by the magnitude of the prize for 
which we work. If we succeed, there will 
exist upon this continent a sane, strong peo- 
ple, living through the centuries in a land 
subdued and controlled for the service of the 
people, its rightful masters, owned by the 
many and not by the few. If we fail, the 
great interests, increasing their control of 
our natural resources, thereby will control 
the country more and more, and the rights 
of the pebdple will fade into the privileges of 
concentrated wealth.”’ 


Praises Roosevelt Policies. 

“The man who really counts is the plain 
American citizen. This is the man for whom 
the Roosevelt policies were created, and his 
welfare is the end to which the Roosevelt 
Policies lead. As a nation we are fortunate 
at this time in this fact, above all others, that 
the great man who gave his name to these 
policies has for his successor another great 
president whose administration is most sol- 
emnly pledged to the support of them. 

“I stand for the Roosevelt policies because 
they set the common good of all of us above 
the private gain of some of us; because they 
recognize the livelihood of the small man 
as more important to the nation than the 
profit of the big man; because they oppose 
all useless waste at present at the cost of 
robbing the future; because they demand 
the complete, sane, and orderly development 
of all our natural resources, not forgetting 
our rivers; because they insist upon equal- 
of opportunity and denounce monopoly 
special ‘privilege; 


Rockefeller Gets High Praise. 


Following Mr. Pinchot’s denunciation of 
the water power trust and of trusts in gen- 
eral, John D. Rockefeller was declared to 
be a public benefactor, and the citizens of 
the country were informed that each and 
@very one of them probably is Rockefeller's 


equal, and ought to emulate his example in 
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the development of resources. & 

The speaker who made this point was Dr. 
J. W. McGee of Washington, D. C. Dr. Mc- 
Gee is secretary of the inland waterways 
commission. He addressed the delegates this 
afternoon on ‘‘ Water as the Basis of Na- 
tional Prosperity.’’ Dr. McGee declared that 
@ new chapter had been opened in American 
history, and that the standard of civilization 
had been; raised within the last five years, 
conservation of resources being the keynote 
of both advances. The speaker joined the 
mames of Roosevelt. Pinchot, and Newell, 
whom he called ‘‘ The Great Trinity of 
Saviors of the Common People.’ After 
pointing out the value of water. and declaring 
that all water resources should be the prop- 


- erty of the nation, Dr. McGee said: 


* Now, if we are at all correct in our con- 
tention that water is absolutely essential to 
the maintenance of life, not to say of national 
prosperity, we must recognize that this pos- 
session of the people ic one that never can 
safely be alienated. It is an inalienable pos- 
session of the people. That is my general 
impression, and how shall we protect it? 
We all know that administration is required. 
The reason for the success of the develop- 
ment of our minerals and our forests grows 
out of the fact that the resources were well 
administered. 

Oil Is Cheaper than Water. 

* Take, for example, one of the great men— 
and I consider him a great man—one of the 
great men of the day—John D. Rockefeller. 

” He has done well or iJl forthe nation. Think 
of one point. Today refined kerosene oi! is 
sold not only in this country but in every 
civilized country on the globe at a less price 
than barreled or bottled spring water. After 
passing through an extensive process of man- 
ufacture, it is so well handled that it is sold 
ata lower price than water itself, which flows 
from the streams on every hillside. 

* That is a significant fact, and an {]lustra- 
tion of the feasibility and the desirability of 
organization in sych a manner that the pro- 
dueer and consumer may be brought close 
together; but you will note that that sort of 
administration never has developed in the in- 
terest of the American people or of any other 
people. | 

“My contention is, however, that, using 
this splendid example of the power of admin- 
istrative control, the American people them- 
selves will be able to administer their water 
supply and all the rest of their resources no 
less effectively than John D. Rockefeller or- 
ganized and administered his business or-

OR BALLINGER’S? 


Washington Expects Outcome 
of Row Will Cost One His 


Government Job. 
TAFT’S OPINION A FACTOR 


Many Think President Will Side 
with the Secretary of the 
Interior. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[{Special.}— 
Developments today at Spokane in the 
Pinchot-Ballinger controversy over conser- 
vation matters have made it apparent to 
most of the officials who are left'in Washing- 
ton that the question as to who is running 
the department of the interior is about to be 
settled. 

Secretary R. A. Ballinger propounded the 
question in an offhand way in the west re- 
cently. It is belicved here that there is on 
hand a fight to the finish between himself 
and Gifford Pinchot to determine the answer, 
and that somebody's official career will be 
terminated as a result of the row. 

Assuming that Mr. Pinchot is after the 
scalp of the secretary of the interior, the 
only question that seems to be much in doubt 
is whether the former will leave the forestry 
service in case Mr. Ballinger’s official head 
does not fall. 

The spicy speeches and unofficial charges 
against Secretary Ballinger today at Spo- 
kane, where the irrigation congress is in 
progress, caused quite a ripple of excitement 
in the government departments today. 


Some See Ballinger’s Finish. 

In certain quarters the opinion was ex- 
pressed that Secretary Ballinger would be 
unable to refute the allegations that the 
water power sites of Montana practically 
had been turned over to a monopoly, and that 
he would be called upon summafily to re- 
sign by President Taft. 

The conclusion of more sober minds and 
persons of an investigating turn, however, 
is that Mr. Ballinger will serve out President 
Taft’s term as his secretary of the interior. 
They reason that he is a careful and conser- 
vative lawyer and undoubtedly has taken no 
step without the most careful consideration 
of the consequences involved. From excel- 
lent authority also comes the assurance that 
President Taft has been behind the secretary 
of the interior in every one of his moves, 
and that it is far from the intention of the 
former to allow himself to be stampeded by 
charges against the interior department un- 
less they are accompanied by complete sub- 
stantiation. 


Ballinger Will Defend Position. 

Secretary Ballinger’s defense of his course, 
which is expected in his speech at Spokane 
tomorrow, undoubtedly will contain the as- 
sertion that no valuable water power site 
which was not in the ownership of an indi- 
vidual or corporation when he assumed the 
office of secretary of the interior has passed 
since into such ownership or control. He 
will asegert that practically every water pow- 
er site of any value belonging to the gov- 
ernment in the west now is safeguarded 
until congress sees fit to withheld them per- 
manently or turn them over to individuals or 
corporations for exploitation. 

Such concerns as have filed upon lands 
containing water power sites since the res- 
toration to entry of the large tracts in ques- 
tion effectually are blocked from obtaining 
patent upon the said filings until congress 
has had opportunity to act. 

It is apparent from records on file at the 
land office that the huge withdrawal orders 
placed in effect by Secretary Garfield before 
he left office blanketed a great many tracts 
of private land, and in many instances water 
powers which already had been gobbled by 
the water power trust. The government even 
now is powerless to prevent these companies 
from: carrying out their projects, patents 
having been issued on their holdings. 


Reverses Garfield’s Ruling. 


Acting upon the authority of the law as 
interpreted in a special opinion of the at- 
torney general, Secretary Ballinger declared 
all the blanket withdrawals of his predeces- 
sor illegal and returned the lands to entry. 
Immediately afterward he proceeded upon 
what he considered the legal course and or- 
dered the director of the geological survey 
‘to report the water power sites in the west 
which the government then helds The geo- 
logical survey steadily has been making re- 
ports of these sites and recommending that 
the lands tmmedliately covering them be 
withdrawn from entry. Announcing that 
these withdrawals were made pending their 
disposition by congress. and ordering the 
suspension of all filings then in process, Sec- 
retary Ballinger appears steadily to have 
thrown. his conservative lItnes about the val- 
vable concessions at the government’s dis- 
posal in a manner which he considers to be 
legal and within his power. 


Orders Issued Yesterday. 


Practically the last batch of orders in this 
regard was issued by Acting Secretary of the 
Interior Wilson today. They comprise 1,160 
acres along the Judith river in Montana, 240 
acres along Ashley creek in Utah, 1,222 acres 
along the lower Yellowstone in Montana, and 
4,260 acres along the Hell Gate river in Mon- 
tana. Secretary Ballinger probably wil! ca]) 
attention to the fact that no matter how 
many entries have been made by the water 
power trust in these tracts, they are pre- 
cluded from obtaining patents.

Yellowstone Park Case Precedent. 


A famous court decision in regard to an 
entry made in a tract which now is in the 
Yellowstone National park will be cited to 
support the act of congress making specia] 
disposition of these water power sites, re- 
gardiess of unperfected entries. This deci- 
sion had the effect of expelling from the Yel- 
lowstone reserve an entryman who had not 
secursé *‘s patent. 

This and other similar decisions, the in- 
terior department officials say, will support 
the government in conserving the western 
water power sites forever, if it so wills, even 
though land * grabbing individuals have 
rushed in and entered lands since Secretary 
Ballinger’s first withdrawal. 

Up to today there have been no records 
filed in the land office of any of the recent 
Montana water power site entries which are 
alleged to have been made. It is presumed 
that they still are in the local land offices 
Assurance is given that under the orders 
issued final action upon them here is to be 
postponed indefinitely.

It also is asserted in responsible quarters 
that Secretary Ballinger is bound to ‘be up- 
held by the president in whatever reorganiza- 
tion movement he may undertake as regards 
the tion service.

Death Recalls Story of Womack, 
Diseoverer of Cripple Creek. 


BONANZA FINDER DIES POOR. 


Sold His Share in Rich Colorado Lode 
for $500 to Buy Drink. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Aug. 10.—[{Spe- 
cial. ]—Robert Womack, who discovered gold 
at Cripple Creek, died of paralysis here today 
after a lingering illness. In his last.years he 
Was dependent on a sister, who keeps a 
boarding house here. 

This was the end of the man who in one 
sense paid $280,000,000 for one spree. That 
stupendous sum has been taken in gold from 
the land on Cripple creek where Womack 
first found the yellow metal. 

Born in Kentucky sixty-six years ago 
Womack’s father brought his family to Colo- 
rado in the early 60s. The family raised cat- 
tle on the land they homesteaded, near Crip- 
ple Creek. 

After some ‘years the elder Womack sold 
his herds, and, with his son William, came 
here. 

Robert, believing there was gold around 
Cripple Creek, remained there. After years 
of fruitless search he found traces of gold 
in a piece of float rock which he picked up 
while riding range with his brother-in-law, 
Theodore Lowe. 


Gets $250 a Ton in Gold. 

Sending Lowe on a six days’ ride to Denver 
to have the rock assayed, Womack went 
on about his work. Lowe returned with an 
assayer’s certificate that the piece of float 
rock gave returns of $250 in gold tothe ton. 

The next morning Womack and Lowe went 
to the place where Wgmack found the rock, 
in what is known nOW as Poverty Gulch, 
just outside the limits of the present towarz 
ef Cripple Creek. 

Lowe grew tired of the search. Womack 
persisted. In January, 1901, he dug a pros- 
pect hole in what is now known as the El 
Paso lode of the Gold King property. A few 
days later he struck the bonanza lode. He 
could not stand prosperity. Coming here, 
he went on a spree and sold his bonanza for 
$500. 

Then, crazed with drink and success, Wo- 
mack jumped on his broncho and rode 
through the streets, brandishing his six- 
shooter and proclaiming his secret. The 
next few days witnessed one of the biggest 
rushes to the scene of his discovery that 
the west ever has known. 


¢ Finds His Bonanza Gone. 


When Womack sobered up, two or three 
days later, he returned to the district, only 
to find that the best mining property had 
been located by others. He staked out a 
claim or two, but they proved worthless, and 
soon he was compelled to go to work for day’s 
wages. But he never complained. 

The men who made the most money out of 
the Cripple Creek mines were James Burns of 
Kansas City, V. Z. Reed and J. R. McKinney 
of Colorado Springs, and the late Winfield Ss. 
Stratton. 


LITTLE BOY PERISHES IN 
ILLINOIS RIVER QUICKSAND. 


Adam Ross, 8 Years Old, Is Caught in 
Treacherous Sand While Wading in 
Search of Fish Near Peoria. 


Peoria, Ill., Aug. 10.—[Special.]—Adam 
Ross, 8 years old, son of Nicholas Ross of 
this city, while on a fishing expedition with 
other members of his family, waded into 
Farm creek near its mouth and the Illinois 
river and was swallowed up by quicksands. 

The boy’s body was only recovered after 
strenuous and incessant labor late today.

TABLES TURNED ON M°GOVERN 


City More Than Recovers $100,- 

000 Thought Lost on Contract. 
é _ 

SAVED BY A SINGLE CLAUSE. 


ee 


Much Rebuilding of Pavements Is 
Classed as Maintenance. 


The smile that at the first of the year 

decorated the features of M. H. McGovern, 
holder of the famous 1 cent asphalt pave- 
ment repair contract, was transferred to the 
faces of city officials yesterday, when the 
Payment of the final voucher on the contract 
showed that the $100,000 estimated to have 
been lest by the city in 1908 had been more 
than regained in 1909. 
The balancing of accounts came about 
through a construction of the contract pro- 
vision that McGoyern was to maintain the 
streets in good repair ‘until the termination 
of his contract, which permitted the city 
officials to classify 62.031 yards of rebuild- 
ing, the price of which McGovern fixed at 
$1.75 a yard, as ‘‘ maintenance’ work, and 
to refuse the payment of $108 554. 

Through a “ freak ’’ bid, it wae discovered 
in January, McGovern during 1908 collected 
$1.75 a square yard for resurfacing which 
now brings only 80 cents a yard, and had 
been compelled to do little of the entire re- 
construction work, on which his bid was 1 
cent a yard. This unbalanced bid showed at 
least a knowledge of the amount of each 
class of work needed, with a profit on the 
“long end’’ that would far exceed the loss 
on the “ short’’ end. 


How the City “Got Even.” 

The discovery was followed by charges that 
McGovern's unfair profit atready was more 
than $100,000; and, while he smiled, the city 
officials looked grim and said they would 
‘get even’’ before his contract expired on 
June 380. 

That they had was made known when a 
voucher of $61,987 was given to McGovern 
with a statement that it was the final pay- 
ment on the contract; and the report of Supt. 


‘Doherty on the work done under its provi- 


sions was made to the department of public 
works. 

“T think ‘careful scrutiny will show that 
Mr: McGovern made no more than a fair 
profit on his work,” said’ Deputy Commis- 
sioner Redieske, with the same smile that 
the contractor wore in January. 


Will Try to Collect His Claim. 

“That $100,000 held back represents my 
profits, and I can't afford to lose it,’’ said 
McGovern with the grim look that the city 
officials wore seven months ago. Tt shall 
make every effort to compel the city to pay 
it. The contract speaks for itself. There is 
no provision in it about my maintaining the 

expense,”’ 

yt neageten B report also brought out that 
$7,500 had been returned to the city by Mi- 
chael Hanreddy in settlement for his refusal 
to resurface Wabash awenue from Twelfth 
to Twenty-second street, a pavement that he 


laid under guarantee.

Detectives Follow Clew Given by Wa- 
bash Conductor, Who Declared He 
Brought Trio to Chicago. 


In the belief that the kidnaped Viviano 
children of St. Louls are now in Chicago 
Captain P. D. O’Brien instructed every de- 
tective under his command yesterday to 
search for them and the man who is thought 
to be their abductor.

'. Engineered by Madden, 
Threatens to Spread. 


FEAR PUPILS MAY WAIT. 


-Educators Think Buildings Will 
Open Late, Following Defi- 
ance of “‘Skinny.”’ 


War on the board of education by Martin 
 B. (* Skinny ’’) Madden may follow the 
strike of the union painters employed in put- 
ting the city’s school buildings in shape for 
the opening of the school year next month. 
* Skinny,’’ through his agents, has demanded 
@ closed shop not only for the painters, but 
for all trades working on school property. 
Architect Dwight H. Perkins of the school 
board stated that the methods used in calling 
the painters’ strike resembled the fine hand 
work of Madden, and-it became known later 
in the day that the labor “czar"’ was pre- 
paring to call out plumbers, electricians, 
bricklayers, and men of various trades now 
employed in constructing the eleven new 
school buildings. - 
The answer of the board to Madden’s de- 
mand for a closed shop was a flat refusal. 
The committee on buildings and grounds, of 
which Joseph Downey is chairman, met yes- 
terday to consider the strike of the painters. 
A decision was reached to ignore the strike 
as well as the threatened possibilities of a 
@ympathetic walkout. 


Urion May Appeal to Public. 

“We decided unanimously in the meeting 
to ignore the strike,”’ said President Alfred 
R. Urion of the school board. ‘“ We have 
‘@sked the contractors to go ahead with their 
«contracts and complete their jobs. I don’t 
look for any more trouble, but if the unions 
wish to carry this to other lines of work 
then the question will be put up to the peo- 
ple of Chicago. . 

“So far as the board is concerned we will 
not tolerate a closed shap. It would be un- 
lawful for us to do so. i wish to say that 
this board came in with the avowed inten- 
tion of moving heaven and earth to get more 
schools and better schools for the poor peo- 
ple of Chicago, and if a general strike is or- 
dered the poor people will suffer most.” 

A committee of the contractors, consisting 
of John T. Driscoll, chairman; J. G. McCar- 
thy, R. H. Langston, R. T. Davis, E. J.. 
Gwanson, and C. A. Erickson—the last named 
being the employer of the nonunion painters, 
who caused the strike—appeared at the board 
rooms to present their case to the committee 
on buildings and grounds. ‘ 

Through Architect Perkins the decision of 
the board committee was given them. Al) 
the members of the contractors’ committee 
with the exception of Erickson declared they 
would not be able to go ahead with their 
work. 


Demands Work or Penalty. 

“Tf you don’t go ahead and finish your 
work as you have contracted to do then either 
you or your bondsmen will pay the penalty.”’ 
deciared. Mr. Perkins. ‘* The board will be 
obliged to finish the work if you don’t do it 
yourself and the board will see that you pay 
‘for whatever expense it is put to to complete 
the task.”’ 

“We cannot carry out our contract be- 
cause we simply cannot get enough men,”’ 
replied J. G. McCarthy. “If the board at- 
tempts to finish the job of redecorating I 
will get out an injunction to prevent it from 
-peying any one for such services. Moreover, 
I am now going to put my bill in for the work 
that I have already completed and also for 5 
per cent of the work uncompleted as my con- 
tract calls for. I am willing to meet the 
board half way, but if we must goto court to 
settie this then 1 am reacly to take it there.’’ 

It developed during the day that the strike 
of the painters took 1,500 men off the job 
of redecorating the schools. Eighty-five 
schools are affected. Of this number some 
have not yet been touched by the painters, 
some are partly painted and others are al- 
' most finished. The sum of $80,000 was ap- 
propriated by the board for this work. 


May Delay School Opening. 


It is feared that five schools may not be 
opened on time for the fall term. These 
schools are the Cornell, at Grand Crossing; 
Farragut, Spaulding avenue and Twenty- 
third street; John Marshall High addition, 
Kedzie avenue and Adams street; Tilton, 
Forty-second and West End avenues; and 
Trumbull, Ashland and Foster avenues. 

If the strike spreads, work will be handi- 
capped and possibly forced to a halt on nine 
other schools—Bowen High, the $500,000 
building in South Chicago; Marsh, Nimety- 
eighth street and Exchange avenue; Gallis- 
tel, Ewing avenue and One Hundred and 
Third street; Burnside branch, Lexington 
avenue and Ninety-first street; Burr, a forty- 
four room bulliding at Ashland and Wabansia 
avenues; Jefferson Grammar, Elburn and 
Lafiin streets; Garfield, Fourteenth and John- 
gon streets; McLaren, Laflin and York 
streets; Shields addition, Rockwell and 
Forty-third streets. : 

It was reported to the board that a num- 
ber of concrete mixers and building laborers 
employed at. the Harper school building quit 
work in sympathy with the painters. A num- 
ber of workmen employed on the new Bowen 
schoo! building also were reported as having 
walked out during the day. 

George Henshaw, business agent for the 
Painters’ district council, is conducting the 
strike of the painters. A. L. M&acDonald, 
secretary of the Associated Building Trades, 
of which Madden is president, was present 
at the conference with Architect Perkins 
when a demand wae made for a closed shop. 


Freight Handlers May Strike. 


Freight. handlers, numbering 175 men, em- 
ployed by the Santa Fé railroad, may go out 


on a strike at noon today if conferences be- 


tween officials of the freight handlers’ union 
and officials of the railroad fail to bring 
about a peaceable agreement over the re- 
cent discharge of ten men. 

P. J. Flannery, president of the Interna- 
tional Broherhood of Freight Handlers, is 
conducting negotiations for the union men. 
Seventy-five men who had walked out at the 
depot at Kedzie avenue and Thirty-eighth 
street, following the discharge of a union 
Man, returned to work on Monday. The 
union oiucials charge that the company dis- 
criminated against ten men and refused to 
take them back to work.

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tion heads and their employés to represent 
the interests of the city. 


Desire Fair Agreement. | 
“Do you see daylight ahead?” Mr. Fisher 
was asked when he came out of Mr. Roach's 


office. 

* Sure,” was the reply, delivered with an 
alr of assurance. “ We went over many sug- 
gestions and figures, and Mr. Roach agreed 
to get additional information. Mr. Roach 
expects Mr. Blair and Mr. Keep to return 
from the east within the next day or two 
and he wants to talk with them about the 
situation before the next conference with the 
men, if possible. We expect to meet on 
Thursday afternoon, apd Mr. Biair and Mr. 
Keep are likely to be back about that time. 

** Both sides are sincerely desirous of work- 
ing out a fair arrangement. While not cap- 
tious. the respective parties to the discussion 
are vigorous in the defense of their positions. 
The interests they represent are being well 
represented. The employés have no cause 
for complaint about the degree vigor with 
which their cause is being pushed, and 
neither have the traction people cause for 
complaint on their side. However, there is 
no indication of obstinacy. Each side is 
ready to listen to what the other has to say, 
although it may be a slow matter to agree to 
the arguments set forth.” 

Mr. Fisher candidly said that in his belief 
the chances that the dispute will come to such 
@ pass as to result in the men actually being 
called off the cars are remote. 

The theory that arbitration ultimately may 
be invoked to settle the difficulty was fed by 
a rumor that some widely known Chicagoans 
may be asked to act as mediators because 
they are familiar with local conditions. Also 
the offer of the state board of arbitration to 
mediate remained on file. 


Discuss Wage Offer. 


The street car men are looking forward to 
the consummation of an agreement which 
will amount to a joint agreement covering 
the employés of al] the surface lines and deal- 
ing with all of them upon the same basis, so 


contracts. Similarly the traction companies 
are following uniform methods in making 
proposals to the men. 

In the conference at Mr. Roach’s office the 
wage offer of last Monday was discussed in 
all its details. The attitude of the traction 
men is that the offer is a generous one which 
puts Chicago in a class by itself in the way 
of wages paid to street car men. It was said 
that no eastern city, such as New York, Bos- 
ton, or Philadelphia; no southern city, such 
as Washington, Louisville, or New Orleans; 
no middle west city, such as Cleveland, Kan- 
gas City, Omaha, St. Louis, Minneapolis, or 
Denver, pays such a high rate of wages, the 
closest approach to it being San Francisco, 
where the scale ranges from 25 to 33 cents an 
hour and unusual lahor conditions prevail. 

The cost of living in New York as compared 
with Chicago is another factor in the nego- 
tiations. According to figures available, 
motormen in New York receive from 22% to 
26 cents an hour, the higher figure named 
being paid after six years of service. 


Consider Length of Service. - 


The standpoint of the companies is that, as 
in the army and navy, seniority merits higher 
wages. It is held that the employé with 
service stripes on his arm is apt to be the 
most courteous to passengers and more con- 
scientious in promoting good service. 

Motormen of long experience are said to 
be almost free from accidents as compared 
with new men. Accidents cost the company 
money in the way of damage suits as well as 
the destruction of property. One damage 
suit, according to traction figuring, may cost 
as much as the wages of several employés 
for a year ormore. Hence the reluctance dis- 
played by the companies in making conces- 
sions for the benefit of the younger men. 
Also, sobriety of conduct is considered to 
come with the advance of years in service.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 10.—In an interview 
attributed to Sergeant Arthur Todd, U. 8S. M. 
C., made public today, it is stated that if 
he should be called at the investigation of 
the death of Lieut. Sutton his testimony 
would ‘be exactly opposite to that given by 
Sutton’s fellow officers. 

Sergeant Todd, who has been on range duty 
at Wakefield, left early today for Annapolis. 
In describing the shooting he said: 

“I was corporal of the guard on the night 
that Lieut. Sutton was shot. 

“Just after the shooting, when I had re- 
turned to the guardroom, Lieut. Roelker 
came in all out of breath and greatly ex- 
cited. He said: ‘My God, Archje, I think 
I've been shot.’ 

Bullet Imbedded in Book. 

“TI laughed at him at first, but he was so 
earnest about it that I felt in his left hand 
outside pocket, just over his heart. There 
was a drill regulation book there, and a 
bullet had become imbedded in the pages. 

‘*Roelker was excited when I pulled 
out the book and showed him the bullet and 
the way in which his life had been saved. 
He stripped down to the skin, and there was 
a perceptible reddish tinge just over his 
heart. 

‘“‘Roelker and I talked the matter over, 
and we agreed that he must*have run into 
the fire of bullets, one of which had killed 
Sutton. There were four shots that I heard 
in all, and one of them, I am convinced, 


struck Roelker.” 


ODD TARIFF PROBLEM FACED 


Washington Officials Must Pass on the 
Status of Goods Received 
on Aug. 5. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—In the opinion 
of treasury department officials the courts 
will be compelled to fix the status of foreign 
goods which arrived at the various ports 
of entry too late to be admitted on Aug. 5, 
the last day the Dingley ‘tariff rates were 
effective. Protests were received in great 
numbers against the early closing of the 
customs offices on that day. 

The usual hour of closing the customs 
offices is 4:30 p. m. There had been a rush 
of steamships to reach ports of entry in 
order to unload consignments of imports 
before the close of the day. 

The ships were laden with goods on which 
duties had been raised, and it meant big 
profits to the consignees if they could have 
their goods admitted at the old rates. 

In New York, Boston, San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, and Galveston the collectors had been 
asked by Importers to keep their offices open 
until imports could be registered. 

Collector Loeb consulted the customs divi- 
sion of the treasury department by long dis- 
tance telephone at 4:30 p. m., and was told 
to close the doors of the New York ware- 
houses. Half an hour later a call was re- 
ceived from Chicago, and the collector iz 
that city was told to close. 

It was supposed here that all of the col- 
lectors would close at the usual time, but 
it has developed that some of the offices were 
kept open much longer.

With the revision of the cotton schedule is 
that so far as the testimony taken before the 
ways and means committee of the house 
shows the cotton manufacturers were entire- 
ly satisfied with the maintenance of the old 


Dingley rate. 
View of Interests Adopted. 

The view of these interests was adopted by 
the ways and means committee and subse- 
quently by the house, with the result that 
only the few changes noted above were made. 
But in the senate Mr. Aldrich was anxious 
that theregshould be the establishment 
throughou® the schedule of what are known 
as specific rates instead of those known as 
ad walorem. 

The specific rates apply to the number of 
threads in a piece of cloth and to its weight, 
while the ad valorem constitute a certain 
percentage of the value of the goods: 

On the coarsest grades of cottons, such as 
muslins, when worth less than 7 cents a 
square yard and not exceeding fifty threads 
to the square inch, the rates have been.in- 
creased. These raises are from 1 cent to 24% 
cents a square yard on the unbleached, un- 
colored, and on printed cotton and from 1% 
to 7 cen@® a square yard on the bleached ma- 
terial of the same character. 


Dyed, Colored, or Printed Cloth. 


at 2 cents a square yard. No change is 
made on the rates of this material valued 
at not over 7 cents a square yard, if con- 
os not more than 100 threads a square 
inc 

If unbleached and valued over 7 cents, 
then there are increases in the duty. The 
bleached cloth of less degree of coarseness 
has undergone no change of duty, except 
when valued at over 9 cents per square yard. 

Large quantities of cotton cloths between 
100 and 300 threads to the square inch are 
consumed by the people, and changes of 
rates. always in the way of an advance, 
are distributed among these paragraphs. 

On such articles’ as ready made clothing 
and articles of wearing apparel! of every de- 
scription, including neckties or neckwear, 
the duty remains at 50 per cent. 

The corset manufacturers asked congress 
for additiona] protection. They showed that 
from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 was invested 
in this industry, and that the production is 
about $25,000,000 annually. Congress de- 
clined, however, to grant any increase on 
cotton corsets, the duty on these articles 
remaining at 50 pemeent. 

Outrageous Attack on Poor. 


‘The most outrageous attack on the poor 
was made on stockings. An immense quan- 
tity of the cheaper grades of these articles 
are imported. During the year 1907 2,449,- 
277 dozen pairs valued at not more than $1 
a dozen, 1,155,693 dozen pairs valued at more 
than $1 and not more than $1.50, and 1,330,- 
226 valued at more than $1.50 and not more 
than $2 were imported. 

Under the Dingley law the duty on the 
first class was SO cents a dozen and 15 per 
cent; on the second class 60 cents a dozen 
and 15 per cent, and on the third clasg 70 
cents a dozen and 15 per cent. 

These are the classes of stockings worn 
by poor women. The new law increases the 
duty on the cheapest hose to 70 cents a dozen 
and 15 per cent, on the next better grade to 
85 cents a dozen and 15 per cent, and on the 
third class mentioned to 90 cents a dozen and 
15 per cent... 

The sole beneficiaries of these increases 
will be the hosiery makers of Pennsylvania 
and a few other states, and the man to whom 
they should be grateful is Senator Penrose 
of Pennsylvania. 


Conducive to Higher Prices. 

Under the additonal protection the new 
law provides there ought to be continued 
development of cotton manufactures in 
America, and a better home market, with 
the increase of population which each year 
furnishes. 

These condifions, of course, are conducive 
to higher prices. It was the effort of Sen- 
ator Dolliver and others of the progressive 
branch of the Republican party to secure, if 
not reductions, at least the maintenance of 
the Dingley rate. 

This proved impossible, with the result that 


the ootton schedule today presents one of 
the iniquitous features.of the new tariff 
iaw.

Fixes Harvester Company’s As- 
sessment at $7,881,000. 


ATTORNEY’S ARGUMENTS WIN 


McCormick Family’s Lists Are Altered 
from Assessors’ Figures. 


The personal property assessment of the 
International Harvester company was fixed 
by the board of review yesterday at $7.881,- 
000. This figure is $1,046,500 less than that 
fixed by the assessors, but it Is $563,000 in

TALKS TO DRYS AT EVANSTON 


Temperance Chautauqua Workers to 
Fight Austin Saloons. 


Col. John Sobieski of California, sald to i> 
the direct heir to the Polish throne. in ad- 
dressing the Lincoln Temperance Chautau- 
qua at Evanston yesterday declared there 
will be no crowned heads on the continent of 
Europe ten years hence.

Pioneer of Bicycle Manufac- 
ture in America Succumbs 
at Summer Home. 


APOSTLE OF GOOD ROADS. 


Veteran’s Health Broken Down 
Under the Strain of Busi- 
ness Reverses. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 10.—Col. Albert A. 
Pope, the pioneer.bicycle manufacturer of 
the United States, and well known as one of 
the first advocates of the existing good roads 
system, died at his summer home in Cohasset 
late today. 

Col. Pope had béen in ill-health for months, 
due to the breakdown of his nervous system, 
which followed the financia! embarrassment 
of his bicycle company, the largest concern 
of the kind in the country, which had its 
headquarters {nm Hartford, Conn. 


Started as Farmer’s Boy. 

The colonel was born in Boston May 20, 
1843, and received his early education in the 
public schools of Brookline. His father met 
financial reverses and the lad went to work 
for a Brookline farmer. At the age of 15 he 
went to work in the Quincy market and three 
years afterward, when the rebellion started, 
he enlisted in the Thirty-fifth Massachusetts 
infantry. 

He rose rapidly-from the ranks, and when 
the regiment was mustered out he was bre- 
vetted Heutenant colonel for gallant conduct 
at the battles of Fredericksburg, Knoxville, 
Poplar Springs Church, and Petersburg. On 
his return from the’war he engaged in mak- 
ing shoe manufacturers’ supplies. 

When, in 1876, the first imported bicycles 
came into this country, Col. Pope foresaw an 
opportunity of building a great fortune by 
the manufacture in the United States. He 
founded the Pope Manufacturing company 
and became a millionaire through the me- 
dium of the bicycle. 


Finances Became Involved. 

When the ‘“craze’’ subsided:and the au- 
tomobile supplanted the wheel in public fa- 
vor the company began to get into difficul- 
ties. The Pope Motor company was organ- 
ized as a subsidiary corporation to the Pope 
Manufacturing company and started to man- 
ufacture automobiles. Financial troubles 
beset both concerns and in panic times they 
were forced into the hands of a receiver. 

Although Col. Pope was much in the public 
eye, -he never aspired for public office. He 
was, however’, named several times as a pos- 
sible candidate for elective positions. 

He was a director for man? yearsin a num- 
ber of banks and corporations. He was a 
member of the Loyal Legion society, of the 
Society of the Cincinnati, and many other or- 
ganizations. He wasa visitor on the boards 
of Wellesley college, Lawrence Scientific 
school, and Harvard. 


STRIKE AT ELGIN HOSPITAL 
SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN QUELLED 


Supt. Podstata Says Employes Who Re- 
fused to Work Under Woman Regret 
Action. 


Elgin, Ill., Aug. 10.—[Special.}]—Prompt ac- 
tlon by Dr. V. H. Podstata, superintendent of 
the Elgin State hospital, in discharging nine 
of the twenty-five employés who refused to 
work under a woman supervisor, Miss Curry 
Breckenridge, formerly of Chicago, and ac- 
cepting ten days’ notice from the remaining 
sixteen, seems to have quelled the miniature 
strike which threatened to paralyze the in- 
stitution. 

‘* Secretary Mason of the civil service board 
has informed me that he has on file 150 appli- 
cations for the positions vacated,”’ stated the 
superintendent. ‘‘ What employés are need- 
ed will be hurried to Elgin and the remaining 
sixteen whose resignations I have received 
will be’relieved of duty as soon as possible— 
probably before the end of the present week. 
The charges against Miss Breckenridge were 
flimsy and unfounded. The strikers already 
have realized their folly, and one has applied 
for reinstatement.” 

The employés who have been discharged 
claim their first petition, signed last Wednes- 
day, was. disregarded, and following two 
consultations with Miss Lenora Thompson, 
head nurse, representing Supt. Podstata, the 
twenty-five had resigned. Dr. Podstatastat- 
ed positively that Miss Breckenridge would 
not be removed from the supervisorship of 
the south wing. 


DEFENDS MERITS OF THE BIBLE. 


Clergyman Says It Will Be Supplanted 
When a Character Better than 
Jesus Is Found. 


‘We can believe that the bible represents 
only the best literature of the time of its pro- 
duction, and still maintain our reverence for 
it. and wait for the superior to come,’’ says 
the Rev. George H. Ferris of Philadelphia, 
in the current number of the Biblical World, 
issued yesterday from the University of Chi- 
cago press. _ 

‘* When there comes to earth a character 
who solves these problems better than Jesus 
the bible will be supplanted,” he asserts. 
‘Until a better idea of God is found than 
that furnished us by Christ the bible will re- 
main preéminently ‘ the book.’ 

‘In the abstract we do not deny the posasi- 
bility of a better book than the bible as an 
aid to devotion and an inspiration to right- 
eousness. It is a strange spirit that fears 
comparison of this book with other literature. 

‘‘We have been misled by the discovery 
that the bible is not the source of religion, 
but the particular product of the religion of 
a certain time and place. The commanding 
authority of the bible rests entirely in its 
moral and devotional! influence.”’

Young New Yorker Charged with 
Larceny in Heinze Stock Deal. 


ACCUSES MEN “HIGHER UP.”

Friends of Former ‘‘Copper King’’ As- 
sert He Is Victim of a Plot. 


New: York, Aug. 10.—[{Special.}]—The dis- 
trict attorney's investigation of the Windsor 
Trust company's $50,000 loan transaction Jed 
to the arrest today of Donald L. Persch, Har- 
vard graduate and a son of Col. Jonn P. 
Persch, said to be of Pittsburg, ona charge 
of the larceny of $40,000. 

According to evidence laid before the dis- 
trict attorney , Persch ordered the sale of 
the $110,000 of Heinze copper stocks that 
had been put up by M. M. Joyce ag collateral 
On &@ supposed loan from the trust company 
and got $34,000 of the §44,000 profit on the 
transaction. ’ 

It is the belief of Acting District Attorney 
Nott that there issome strong head and hand 
behind Persch in this transaction. in ask- 
ing that the young curb broker be heid in 
$50,000 ball, Mr. Nott said he had reason to 
believe that “‘ powerful interests’ were be- 
hind the prisoner. 


Persch Hints at Disclosure. 

Persch himself said to one of his friends: 

** With me it is simply a question whether 
I shall squeal or whether | shall stand by a 
man who has paid me from $38,000 to $10,000 
& year.” 

Persch made that statement Moncay night 
and when he appeared before the acting dis- 
trict attorney today he had decided to stand 
pat. He refused to answer the questions put 
to him. 

It has been the contention of F. Augustus 
Heinze'’s friends that this Windsor Trust 
company transaction represented merely an 
effort by Heinze’s enemies to cripple him 
financially and depress the market value of 
his copper stocks. It was learned today that 
Heinze himself has been “ nipped ’’ in the 
last six months for about $200,000, represent- 
ing his equity in collateral that has been sold 
out on him by “ irresponsible ’’ parties. 


Heinze Left “Holding the Bag.” 

All that Heinze has to show for the $200,000 
are grounds for a few civil actions against 
men who have nothing to attach. 

In. the six monins. « is said, about $2,000,- 
000 has been offered in loans to Heinze. He 
finally had got to the point where he had re- 
fused to deal with any one except thoroughly 
responsible lenders, and it is the helief of 
the copper man’s friends that the use of the 
Windsor Trust’s name in this $50,000 Joyce 
transaction was inspired by the same mind 
that was behind the Heinze persona! loans, 

On May 25 last, for instance, Heinze had 
an experience a good deal like Joyce's. .A 
man who has an office in the same building 
as some of those concerned in the Windsor 
deal went to Heinze with an offer to iend 
money on copper stocks. ( 

Heinze borrowed $31,000, putting up 
$60,000 collateral. The supposed lender, it 
is said, signed a supplementary paper speci- 
fying that the stock should be held intact. 

The next day Heinze bought some Davis- 
Daly and Ohio Copper stocks, and, like his 
friend Joyce, he was surprised to find several 
of the identical] certificates that he had put 
up as collateral only the day before. 

Whether or not the Windsor trust trans- 
action was part of an attack upon Heinze, 
the district attorney's office’believes others 
besides Persch were familiar with the real 
nature of the deal. 


Agent Tells of the Deal. 

Persch’s arrest followed a statement made 
by John F. Sherwood to the acting district 
attorney. Sherwood formerly was employed 
as a clerk in the stock exchange firm of L. 
J. Field & Co., 74 Broadway, but since May 
he has been operating for himself on the 
curb with desk room in the Field offices. 

The district attorney’s office had traced the 
Joyce collateral to him on Monday and 
hadn't been able to find him, but this morning 
Sherwood was on hand ready to tell every- 
thing. ; 

His story and the statements of the other 
witnessesS disclosed the details of the trans- 
action. 

W. L. Clark, a loan broker of 27 William 
street, had called on M. M. Joyce, who is the 
head of the brokerage firm of that name, and 
represented that he hadaclient, the Windsor 
Trust. company. which was willing to lend 
$50,000 on 20.000 shares of Davis-Daly and 
Ohio Copper stocks. Mr. Joyce went ahead, 
and, as he contends, arranged with the trust 
company direct for the making of the loan, 
siipulating that his stock was to remain in- 
tact in the vaults of the company. 


Version Given by Sherwood. 

While Clark was soliciting the loan from 
Joyce, Persch, who has desk room in Clark's 
office, was negotiating with Sherwood, the 
former clerk in the Field brokerage house. 

As Sherwood told the story, Persch came 
to him and said he had $100,000 worth of 
Davis-Daly dnd Ohio Copper stocks tiled up 
on a loan of $50,000 in the Windsor Trust 
company. i 

If Sherwood would raise the $50,000 he 
(Persch) would give him 10 per cent of all 
that the stock would bring in the market be- 
yond the face value of the loan. Sherwood 
maintained today that he thought he saw an 
opportunity to turn an honest dollar or two, 
and so he went to L. J. Field, a son of Jacob 
Field, and his former employer. He ex- 
plained to Mr. Field the opportunity he had, 
and Field loaned him the $50,000. 


Sherwood Gets the Stocks. 

With this money Sherwood went to the 
Windsor Trust company on Aug. 2 and got 
the $100,000 worth of copper stocks owned, as 
he thought, by Persch. He locked the stock 
up in Mr. Field’s vault until the next day, 
when, acting upon the order of Persch, he 
sold the stock in the market for $94,000. He 
deducted the $50,000 advanced by Field and 
of the $44,000 profit kept about $4,500. 

After paying the brokerage fees and other 
expenses he gave the remainder, $34,000, to 
Persch., 

Field got $800 for the use of hig $50,000 for 
three days. Sherwood produced as evidence 
of his good faith two notes bearing Persch’s 
name, 

As soon as Persch refused to answer the 
questions he was arrested and arraigned ona 
charge of larceny before Magistrate Corri- 
gan on a short affidavit. Persch’s counsel 
objected to $50,000 bail as excessive, He said 
his client would be able to furnish $25,000. 

** I Believe powerful persons are behind this 
defendant,” said Mr. Nott, ‘‘and are using 
him for their own purposes. I believe they 
are so powerful they could give almost any 
amount of bail if they wanted to bring about 
his absence.”’

. Uniess the sea has wholly subsided by 
thie afternoon, Spray will be brought back 
downtown and hoisted out at one of the coal 
docks. 

Putting- Yachts in Shape. 

Cherry Circle and Columbia are to be 
landed on the coal:dock at the entrance to 
the river this morning and will be smoothed up 
and put in the best possible shape.

THE BIG CROPS. 

The largest harvests in history. That 
is about the way the crop reports for Au- 
gust are transiated. The indications are 
that the yield of wheat will be larger 
than was ever known, with the exceptiva 
of one year. There is gome reduction 
from the pleasing promises of the gov- 
ernment bulletin for July as to other 
cereals. But, with every allowance, it is 
apparent that there will be a tremendous 
crop, With prices that. will bring joy to 
the farmers everywhere. 

With the gathering of the corn one 
month nearer, the probabilities are that 
all previous records will be broken. The 
crop of 1909 will take place as the great- 
est ever known, nearly 38,000,000,000 
bushels being estimated to be in sight. 
There may be variation from the figures 
given by the government forecasters, but 
there is every reason for thinking that the 
final showing will exceed that of the most 
prosperous year on record by at least 
15,000,000 bushels, 

The same encouraging conditions are 
observed in connecfion with oats. The 
gain over the highest previous record will 
be more than 10,000,000 bushels. The 
concurrence of three great crops of wheat, 
corn, and oats in a single year spells 
prosperity. The prices are to be good 
despite the bounty of nature. Other ce- 
reals are looked upon with hopefulness 
also. It is apparent that there will be no 
scarcity of bread and feedstuffs any- 
where.

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Lady Yarborough, who at King Edward's 
coronation sat not with the other peeresses 
by marriage but among the small band of 
peeresses in their own right, signed her let- 
ters ‘‘M,’' or ‘‘ Marcia Yarborough,” and 
underneath Fauconberg and Conyers. Peer- 
esses by marriage invariably prefix their 
Christian name or its Initial to the place 
from which their husband takes his principal) 
title. Peers in signing never make use of 
their Christian name, but merely of the name 
of their chief peerage. For instance, the ear! 
of Derby subscribes himeelf ‘‘Derby,”’ and 
the duke of Newcastle merely " Newcastle.’’ 

Peeresses in their own right have this in 
common with peers: that they sign in a 
similar fashion, that is to say, without their 
Christian name. 

Lady Yarborough is the daughter of the 
late Lord Conyers. Her barony of Faucon- 
berg is one of the oldest in existence, having 
been created in 1283, that Is to say, nineteen 
years subsequent to the creation of the pre- 
mier barony, that of Lord de Ros, which 
@ates Dec. 24, 1264. The barony of Faucon- 
berg was dormant from 149] for more than 
four centuries, and was only called out of 
abeyance a few years ago on the demand and 
in favor of Lady Yarborough as the principal) 
heir.

Stand ¥ 

your heels and great toes tight t 


hy the great majority of school patrons. 
Oniy the few among fhe thousands have 
had any share in the organizations. Un- 
democratic in their nature and snobbish 
in their tendencies, they have been sup- 
ported by’a mere handful of pupils. That 
these few have been suffered to defy the 
authorities as they have done has not 
benefited schooldiscipline. The rule of 
the board against the organizations was 
adopted after mature deliberation. The 
combined judgment of many educators 
favored it. It ought to be enforced strict- 
ly or else repealed. 

The new superintendent has taken her 
position with those who believe the socie- 
ties harmful. But she has recognized 
the real need of better provision for the 
social life of the schools. A recent article 
in Everybody’s summed up a great truth 
in the paragraph: “If educators intend 
to substitute a democratic social life for 
a caste-and-clique social life in the high 
schools, they will have to do more than 
simply forbid the caste-and-<lique life. 
They will have to come on with their ap- 
paratus for the democratic life.” 

The high school fraternities and sorori- 
ties are open to grave objections. There 
is no doubt about that, if the conclusions 
of hundreds of careful observers of educa-. 
tion are worth anything. Prohibition by 
rule has not made much progress. Secret 
initiations and open defiance alike are re- 
ported. There may be an easier and more 
effective way of extermination. Wise 
provision’for social needs may give to the 
great democratic schools a success in de- 
stroying harmful organizations not other- 
wise obtained without il] feeling and fric- 
tion.

New York, Aug. 10.—[{Specia!.]—Richard 
Golden, the actor. died shortly after mid- 
night today on John Newton Porter's yacht 
Stroller at anchor in the Brooklyn Yacht 
club anchorage in Gravesend bay, where he 
had been with Mrs. Golden as a guest for 
several days. Acute Bright's disease was 
the cause of his death. Mr. Golden was plan- 
ning a trip to England to make negotiations 
for production of a play he had written. 
His illness was sudden and came without 
premonition. 

Richard Golden was born in Bangor. Me., 
in July, 1854. He made his first professional 
appearance im a circus at the age ofl’. His 
real stage debut was made in 1876 when he 
joined Edward E. Rice's show company im 
the humble part of the fore legs of the heifer 
in “* Evangeline,”’ with Henry E. Dixey as 
the hind legs. After many seasons with 
Rice Golden undertook the management of 
the Dora Wiley opera company, of which his 
first wife, from whom he was divorced in 
1892, was the star. Later he married Miss 
Katherine Kittleman of Cohoes, N. Y. 

His first real success and one by which his 
name wag best known came when in 1889 
he appeared in *‘ Old Jed Prouty,” a comedy 
of which he was a part author. About 3,000 
times Golden appeared in the r6jJe of Jed 
throughout the country. 

In 1898 he had a leading part in “ The 
Fortune Teller,’’ and the following season he 
played the part of steward to the Duke of 
Burguneéy in ‘“ Princess Chic.” The sea- 
son of 1905-'06 he appeared in ‘‘The Tourists” 
and the “ Bad Samaritan,’’ and in the fall 
of 1907 he ‘was seen in “ The Other House ”’ 
at the Majestic theater.

Scorched Clothes. 


Scorched clothes often are discarded as 
hopeless, but if not too much burned may be 
made al! right by the use of onion juice. Bake 
the onion and squeeze out the juice. Mix it 
with an ounce of fuller’s earth, a little shred- 
ded soap and a wine glass of vinegar. Heat 
the mixture till the soap is dissolved. Then 
wait till it is cold before applying: Rub 
it well over the scorched place, leave to dry, 
and then put the garment in the regular 
washing.

CROP CONDITIONS IN U. S. 
HIGHER THAN A YEAR AGO. 


Figures from Washington Also Show 
That Acreage of Cultivation Is More 
Extensive than in August, 1908. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—Crop condi- 
tions in the United States on Aug. 1. 1909 
were, in the aggregate, slightly higher than 
on Aug. 1, 1908, and moderately higher than 
a ten year average condition of all crops on 
Aug. 1. 

In addition to the higher condition the acre- 
age of cultivated! crops is about 1.6 per cent 
greater than last year. 

These facts are given in a general review 
of crop concitions issued tolay. 

Winter wheat, spring wheat, corn, oats, 
rye, flax, and grapes were better than last 
year and the ten year average; barley and 
potatoes were better than the condition on 
Aug. 1 last year, but slightly below the aver- 
age condition. 


Crops Which Fell Below. 

Important.crops which were below both 
last year and an average condition are cot- 
ton, rice, hay, buckwheat, and apples. Con- 
ditions vary, however, in different sections 
of the United! States: 

Summarized, the relative condition of 
crops in the aggregate in the different sec- 
tions of the United States on Aug. 1, was: 
North Atlantic states, including New York 
and Pennsylvania. 79.7, or 745 per cent below 
the ten year average on Aug. 1; north central 
states east of the Mississippi river, compris- 
ing Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin 88.5, or 6.6 per cent better than 
the average; north central states west of the 
Mississippi,. 88.8, or 8.7 per cent above ten 
year average; south Atlantic. 80.1, or 3.8 
below the average; south central, 72.2, or 
1 per cent below, and the far western states, 
91.4, or 4.8 above the average.

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WHEAT SENTIMENT BEARISH 


Price Trend Is Downward as Re- 
sult of Continued Pressure. 


CROP ADVICES 


FAVORABLE. 


Shorts in All the Grains Take Profits 
Without Boosting Values. 


Overnight consideration of the govern~- 
ment crop report for August increased the 
bearish sentiment in wheat, and prices at the 
opening were sharply lower. Shorts covered 
freely on the decline, but notwithstanding 
their buying prices were difficult to hold and 
offerings were oppressive on all the hard 
spots. Lithstern and Patten were credited 
with covering shorts, especially in the De- 
cember, but while several milion bushels 
were bought for their account there was 
enough wheat on tap all the time to supply 
the demand. December gained a little rela- 
tive to the September, and May was also 
comparatively firm. New investment buying 
was not much of a factor in making prices, 
as the decline in values with the bearish crop 
advices have practically discouraged out- 
side buying. Final prices were 1@1c off. 


Trade Expects Bumper Crop. 

While the northwest crop is not yet secured 
the trade is assuming that there will be no 
backset from this time on, and that the cereal 
will be harvested and thrashed without diffi- 
culty. Conditions are in favor of this, but 
showery conditions during harvest are not 
unlikely, and there is still the poseibility of 
damage to he Canadian crop, much of which 
still requires fully two weeks to ripen. The 
much larger winter wheat crop than esti- 
mated early is the main stumbling block of 
the bulls at the moment, and with receipts 
continuing as large as at present the major- 
ity of traders are booking for no permanent 
improvement in values until foreigners again 
begin to take our wheats in quantity. 


World’s Supplies Are Light. 

World’s stocks of wheat were estimated at 
79.383,000 bu, compared to 90,470,000 bu @ 
month ago and 97,821,000 bu a year ago. 
Bradstreet’s showed a decrease for the week 
of 2,881,000 bu, compared to an increase a 
year ago of 878000 bu, but this factor was 
dismissed by the trade without much consid- 
eration. Receipts hefe were large, at 500 
cars, and primary points had 1,078,000 bu, 
against 953,000 bu ayearago. Northwest ar- 
rivals were light at 54 cars, and Minneapolis 
stocks decreased 275,000 bu for three days. 
Liverpool closed %@1d lower; Paris, 2%@3%c 
off since Saturday; Berlin, 2%c lower; Buda- 
pest, 1%c lower; and Buenos Aires, 4@2%c 
down. Clearances for the day were only 
40,126 bu. 


Corn Trade Is Nervous. 

Corn prices had several fitful rallies on re- 
ports of hot weather and firing at different 
points, but final quotations showed net 
losses for the day of %@*%c to ™@%c. Shorts 
took profits on a large scale, but the velume 
of general selling by commission houses was 
eufficient to turn the market weak on all up- 
turns. Press, Friedman, Comstock, and with 
Gearhart were on the buying side on the early 
dip, Lamson, Ware-Leland, Edwards, and 
Knight-McDougal the leading sellers. Re- 
ceipts here were 262 cars, with 152 inspected 
yesterday. Primary arrivals aggregated 
549,000 bu, compared to 360,000 bu a year ago.. 
No. 2 corn in store sold at 1%c over Septem- 
ber. Cash prices were steady to YM off. 
Shipping sales were fairly large at 200,000 
bu. Country offerings were small. Liver- 
pool closed %d higher.

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INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


Lichtstern was. given credit for buying in big 
lines of both December and September wheat yes- 
terday through Shearson-Hammill, and it was 
also believed that Patten had covered some of his 
short wheat, while miscellaneou shorts took 
profits on quite a liberal scale. timent was as 
bearish after the close, however, as any time yet, 
and it was hard to find any one bullish enough to 
express an opinion that prices would work to a 
permanently higher basis. The much larger crop 
of winter wheat reported was the big factor tn 
shifting sentiment almost unanimously to the 
bear side. As the beer side is getting extremely 
popular some of the commission houses were warn- 
ing their customers of the danger of too much 
familiarity with that side, and suggested profit 
taking on the weak spots. 

B. W. Snow wired from Brandon, Man.: ‘* Man- 
itoba wheat practically all shows the effect of 
dry weather early in the season; stooling was defi- 
cient, and straw is hardly average length; as a 
rule heads are a trifle short, but they are filling 
unusually well; the crop is not ripening so rapidly 
as it should because straw is being kept green by 
excessive rain fall last ten days; conditions con- 
tinue showery, and danger of frost is increasing. 
The north half of Manitoba and two-thirds of 
Saskatchewan need two weeks of warm weather 
to ripen their crop. Have seen no evidence of 
either rust or insects of the slightest conse- 
quence. Oats, Manitoba, uneven; some ripening, 
others not fully headed; crop not especially good.’’ 


Broomhali's foreign crop summary read: “‘ Unit- 
e4 kingdom—The weather for harvesting Is splen- 
did, and the same is being carried on extensively. 
The wheat plant hes a fine appearance. France— 
Harvesting of wheat progressing, and it is consid- 
ered that it will be sufficient for home require- 
ments. Germany—Wheat backward and under 
average. Hungary — Thrashing results confirm 
poor quality of wheat. Russia—Crops wheat, bar- 
ley, and oats confirmed as excellent. Italy — 
Thrashing of wheat disappointing. Australia— 
Further rains have fallen, and the outlook for 
growing crop good.’’ 

** We have had a big break in wheat and expect 
lower prices,"” said Bartlett-Patten. ‘‘ At the 
same time it must be borne in mind that the 
northwestern crops are not actually secured yet 
and they are having considerable rain in that sec- 
tion. Reports from the Canadian northwest dwell 
on the fact of the wheat ripening slowly. The 
short side is becoming popular and attractive and 
it is quite likely we may get an oversold condition, 
which might give us a sharp rally. We therefore 
advise against too’ much enthusiasm on the short 
side on weak spots.’’
